REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 30 and 36-38 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 25-29, and 31-35 are 
cancelled without prejudice. By this amendment, claims 30 and 36 are amended. In light of the 
amendments and remarks set forth below, Applicants respectfully submit that each of the pending 
claims is in immediate condition for allowance. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the allowance of claims 30 and 38 and the 
indication of allowable subject matter in claim 37. 

By this Amendment, claim 36 has been amended to depend from allowed claim 30. In 
addition, claim 30 is amended to correct typographical errors. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 28 and 37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, because the Office 
Action states that there is insufficient antecedent basis for "the impurity crystallites." Claim 37 
depends from independent claim 30 and antecedent basis for "the impurity crystallites" at lines 3-4 
of the last paragraph of claim 30. Claim 28 is canceled. In view of the above, the rejection of 
claims 28 and 37 under 35 U.S.C.§ 1 1 2, is now overcome. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1, 25-29, and 31-34 and 36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,703,780 ("Shiang"). Applicants respectfully maintain that, as 
previously stated, Shiang fails to teach or suggest a conversion light emitting diode (LED), the LED 
comprising a semiconductor material selected from the group consisting of GaIN, GaN, and 
combination thereof. However, in an effort to expedite prosecution of this matter, Applicants have 
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cancelled claims 1, 25-29, and 31-35 and amended claim 36 to depend from allowed clam 30, 
thereby rendering this rejection moot. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is in 
immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
withdraw the outstanding rejections of the claims and pass this application to issue. If the Examiner 
believes an interview would be of assistance, the Examiner is welcome to contact the undersigned at 
the number listed below.
